VOTE “ YES.’ 
Vote “yes” for the five cents tax 011 a 
hundred of assessed values, to-day. 
Why? Because, if we are to share in 
the benefits of the “ boom ” now making 
for California, we must place the proofs of 
the desirability of our section before the 
strangers and make the evidences of their 
senses minister to our gain, hv establishing 
near the depot a permanent exhibition of 
Central and northern California products. 
The heavy taxpayers favor it. They 
know it to be a wise investment. Smaller 
taxpayers have just as much to gain—even 
more. On an assessed value of $500 it is 
but 25 cents, on $1,000 but 50 cents. Is it 
possible to aid the “ boom” more economi­ 
cally ? Certainly not. 
The immigration work lias thus far 
fallen upon resident property holders. The 
non-resident has escaped all burden, but 
in the benefits we seek he will share 
equally. Why, then, should not he he 
made to contribute? 
A San Francisco paper on Saturday 
printed for circulation abroad a large pic­ 
ture, entitlled “ A snow-storm in north­ 
ern ( alifomia.” It represents a farm with 
stacks of liav covered wlfti snow; the 
farmer and his assistant shivering, though 
clad in furs; the stock of the farm seeking 
shelter from the falling sleet; the steep- 
roofed houses groaning beneath impacted 
burdens of enow. This is one of the means 
employed to belie this section. It is an 
infamous assault, a fiction that can find no 
palliation whatever. Yet that “ cut” will 
be widely distributed all over the East and 
along all the lines of railways entering the 
State. 
How can we better give the lie to such 
infamous misrepresentations than by plac­ 
ing our products of midwinter and mid­ 
summer alike to the view of every person 
who lands in California by the Central 
rail route, or who returns by that line. 
This we can do by an exhibition room that 
all travelers passing through or visiting 
the city cannot avoid seeing. 
The people of southern Colifornia have 
for years labored in immigration work, 
and often with little respect for the truth. 
They have reaped rewards, the story of 
which reads like a fairy tale. 
Let 110 shortsighted policy defeat the 
proposition submitted to-day. It is not a 
scheme to give a spot sum to any one; only 
an expression to justify the Trustees in 
aiding immigration work as indicated, with 
auditing power over every dollar applied. 
The defeat of the proposition to-day 
would be taken to express the non-desire 
of this people to have values advanced, 
vacant lands occupied, producers and con­ 
sumers multiplied, new capital brought in, 
more homes built, taxation lessened and 
prosperity enhanced. Certainly the people 
will never consent to such a verdict lieing 
entered. Certainly they will not say to 
the few who have labored so well and 
effectually thus far for Central and north­ 
ern California, “ We do not approve your 
work; we will not second your efforts; your 
labors are not deemed essential to the 
community's well being.” 


difference between mid-winter and mid­ 
summer is 28°, and that the mean temper­ 
ature of Red Bluff is 23° higher than that 
of Sacramento. 
But the picture stands alone, and our 
contemporary knows that it represents no 
scene in any part of agricultural Califor­ 
nia; that not in all its history has there 
been any such event as the cut falsely jior- 
trays ; that its illustration would not even 
lie true if representing the great altitudes 
of the Sierra Range, for there no such farm 
scenes are known. It is possible that it 
could seemingly justify, by saying that in 
some of the high altitudes of the Sierras 
there are cattle ranges, or here and there 
small spots cultivated where snow falls 
heavily in winter. But that it is fair or 
honorable for such a journal to print such 
a picture without explanation, and with­ 
out locating the spot represented, is not 
true. In Siskiyou and Modoc, and some of 
the mountain counties, it can search out 
snowfall, and houses with snow-shedding 
roofs, and here and there a small ranch 
where cattle need shelter. But it does not 
do this. It knows that the words northern 
California include the great Sacramento 
valley, and the snowless, warm and semi­ 
tropic counties of Tehama, Butte, Colusa, 
Sonoma, Yolo, Sutter, Yuba, Sacramento, 
Solano, Napa, and lower Placer and Ama­ 
dor, where in midwinter the orange ripens, 
and the farmer knows neither snow nor ice 
as constituents of the climate, and where 
he turns the soil and may gather produce 
from it every day of the whole round year. 
Knowing this the journal named presents 
a picture that will he taken by the world 
as typical of northern California generally; 
of northern California as commonly named 
and understood. 
As all action must be fortified by motive, 
we are wholly at a loss to account for this 
strange action by the Resources iqxrn any 
other hypothesis—which we are loth to 
entertain—than that it is intended to mili­ 
tate against this section, and to minister to 
the unfair and disreputable policy of some 
southern California agencies. It certainly 
will be received at the East as representa­ 
tive of agricultural northern California. It 
will be quoted by the southern California 
press as an evidence of the undesirability 
of all the northern section, and the widest 
possible circulation will be given to it, and 
for all this misrepresentation the San Fran­ 
cisco paper will be responsible. 
To be perfectly fair with the paper 
named, it must be said that in the same 
issue it has two articles on the citrus fair 
to be held here next week, and warmly 
gives denial to the story that in northern 
California citrus fruits will not grow, and 
states of its own knowledge that what we 
claim for northern California is verity, and 
advises home-seekers to come to this sec­ 
tion. But this inconsistency between its 
printed and its pictorial expression is 
made thereby the more unaccountable. It 
owes the people of northern California an 
explanation which it would appear to lie 
exceeding difficult to make. 
A GOOD SEASON. 
The old Constitution contained this pro­ 
vision : 
Article IV., Section 27. No lottery shall be 
authorized by this State, nor shall the sale of 
lottery tickets be allowed. 
The new Constitution, adopted in 1879, 
contains this clause: 
Article IV., Section 26. The Legislature shall 
have no power to authorize lotteries or gift 
enterprises for any purpose, and shall pass la A’S 
to prohibit the sale in this State of lottery or 
gift enterprise tickets, or tickets in anv scheme 
in the nature of a lottery. 
The people of California have thus very 
clearly defined the policy of the State re­ 
garding this very vicious form of gaming. 
Vet our Third street contemporary, with a 
sneer at the sentiment of the people en­ 
grafting these prohibitions upon the funda­ 
mental law, asks: “ Why not obtain per­ 
mission from the Legislature to start a 
lottery by means of which we can make 
money enough to be enabled to snap our 
fingers at our creditors?” The question 
answers itself. There is no accounting for 
the ignorance of some people. 
THE LOCAL ELECTION. 
In the right sense political consideration 
should not enter into school elections, 
but at present choice of school boards Ls 
made only through party nominations; 
therefore Republicans have a duty to do, 
and that is to see that their ticket is suc­ 
cessful in to-day's election. The nominees 
command respect for intelligence, ability 
and goood citizenship, and they should be 
elected. It is a thoroughly good ticket, 
and lias seldom, if ever, been surpassed. 
Three of the nominees have had broad ex­ 
perience in educational matters. In such 
Directors as the Republican ticket pro­ 
poses, the people can safely repose the 
great trust of our school system. 


REMARKABLE MISREPRESENTATION. 
Alt legitimate means to advertise the 
advantages of California are to be ap­ 
proved. 
But here is the Resources of 
California, a paper exclusively devoted 
to presenting the claims of this State to 
the people of the East, printing a large 
picture drawn and cut for a foreign sec­ 
tion, and never intended for any part of 
California, but entitling it “ A Snow­ 
storm in Northern California.” It repre­ 
sents a farm scene with a haystack covered 
with snow, and the stock of the “ ranch ” 
taking shelter under its lee. The snow 
and sleet arc driving thick and fast, the 
farmer and liis aid, muffled aud shivering, 
are succoring the sheep and cattle, while 
the farm-houses, with steep roofs, are 
pictured as laden with snow. It is a 
cheerless picture, and calculated to convev 
to the behelder the idea that our climate 
is of the same nature as that of New Eng­ 
land. Without this interpretation the 
publication of the picture would be pur­ 
poseless. 
Now the Resources of Californio knows 
the picture is false, that it is a libel in 
every sense of- the worth It knows that 
the cut as printed is a simple and una­ 
dulterated falsehood, and can have but one 
effect, to give currency to misrepresenta­ 
tion. In the same number, but on a differ- . 
ent page, is an article on “ The Climate of 
California,” but in it not one word of i 
reference to the picture. It does, how­ 
ever, speak of snow falling in the higher 
altitude of the Sierras, and of mining 
camps being snow-beleaguered. It tells the 
reader that Sacramento has a mean tem­ 
perature o! 59° for the year, ard that the 


G e n e ra l Von M o ltk e’s speech in the 
Reichstag was very significant. He cer­ 
tainly expressed the views of the Govern 
mcnt and without reserve. He declared 
that need exists for Germany to arm lo­ 
calise all her neighbors are putting on their 
armor. That Germany entertains some 
fear of France was plainly indicated in the 
expression that in the latter public opin­ 
ion demands the restoration of the prov­ 
inces of Alsace and Lorraine, and that 
Germany will never yield them. General 
Sclicllendorft; representing the War port­ 
folio, followed in a declaration that even 
the strengthening of the army would not 
insure preservation of the peace, since 
France is persistent in augumenting her 
military arm. From all which there is 
justification for t>elieving that Germany 
expects and rather prefers a European war, 
notwithstanding the declarations that she 
will do her utmost to maintain the peace. 
that is to say, she will have peace “ if she 
lias to fight for it.” 
The Supreme Court has disciplined a 
member of the bar of considerable promi­ 
nence by a two-years’ suspension for un­ 
professional «induct. The act gives en­ 
couragement to the hope that lawyers áre 
to lie held to stricter accountability in this 
State. At the very best the professional 
ethics of the class have been at loose ends 
for a long time, and the self-respecting 
members of the bar have long been shamed 
by the unprofessional conduct of some prac­ 
titioners. Since lawyers are officers of the 
Court, and in them is reposed of necessity 
great trusts and great interests, they 
should be held to a responsibility of the 
sternest kind, and a standard of conduct 
set for them and attainment required, that 
will place the profession, as it should be, 
beyond reproach. 
T he San Francisco Evening Post has 
just celebrated the fifteenth anniversary of 
its birth.

ONE HUNDRED TEARS. 
Centennial Celebration of the Pounding 
of Santa liurbara. 
S anta B arbara, December 5th.— The 
four days celebration of the Santa Barbara 
Mission's centennial began to-day under 
favorable auspices. The principal events 
consisted in religions services at the old 
Mission chapel, the foundation of which 
was begun December I, 1786, that being 
chosen to consecrate the foundation because 
it was the annual Festival of Saint Barbara. 
In the morning solemn high mass was cele­ 
brated and a sermon preached in English 
by the Very Rev. Father Vincent Vinyes. 
Fourteen priests assisted in the ceremonies. 
Over 2,000 people attended the services, 
many of the Spanish ladies being dressed 
in the Spanish costumes in vogue 100 years 
ago. The chapel and altar were brilliantly 
illuminated with 800 candles. The chapel 
front and towers were profusely decorated 
with Spanish aud American Hags and 
bunting. Lambilloth’s beautiful Mass was 
rendered by a choir under the direction of 
Prof. Hall, accompanied by his orchestra. 
In the afternoon the solemn vespers and 
benediction were attended by an immense 
congregation. Last night's steamer brought 
many visitors and the San Luis Obispo 
Cornet Band, which will furnish music 
during the celebration. 
UTAH, 
lie Came Honestly By It. 
S alt Lake City, December 5th.—In the 
First District Court, on Saturdav, the 
Grand Jury appeared before Judge’ Hen­ 
derson with a refractory witness, a boy, 
who, with his mother, had appalled the 
jury. The boy's name is Alfred Stowell. 
He said he did not know his name, could 
not read nor write, did not know who his 
father was, nor his mother. He had not 
seen his father for twenty-five years; then 
he was with his aunt Maria. These an­ 
swers had completely paralyzed the jury. 
The Judge received unsatisfactory answers 
to a number of questions. The’ boy pro­ 
tested that lie did not know his mother. 
At last the Court asked if he knew the 
nature,of an oath. The boy said he guessed 
he did. and in reply to the query of the 
Court if he knew he could be sent to prison 
for not telling the truth, informed the 
Judge (hat he did. not care what he did 
with him. The boy’s mother was then 
called, and said the boy was 14 years old. 
When asked why she did not tell the jury 
so, she said that when she was asked be­ 
fore that body she told them the bov was 
12, and that was true, because if he was 
14 he must be 12. The Court said such a 
subterfuge would not work; he also re­ 
marked that evidently the boy had come 
honestly by his propensity to lie. They 
were dismissed, with an admonition that 
they must tell the truth to the Grand Jury, 
or be punished, and it is presumed that 
both did so, as nothing more was heard 
from them.

The burglar 
then effected an entrance to the dwelling of 
Adam Scbuman. and rifled that gentle­ 
man's pockets. As the burglar was leav­ 
ing, carrying a lantern, Schuman fired at 
him with a double-barreled shotgun, but 


he succeeded in making his escape. He 
was a tall, spare-made man. Fifty dollars 
is offered for his apprehension.

A MONUMENT TO SLOAT. 
A Meeting of the Sloat Monument Society 
of California. 
The committee appointed at Monterey, 
July 5th of the present year, at the joint 
celebration of the 111th anniversary of 
American Independence and the 40th an­ 
niversary of the raising of the American 
flag at that place aud the taking possession 
of California by Commodore John D. Sloat, 
of the U. S. Navy, met a few days ago in 
San Francisco. 
Major Edwin A. Sherman acted as Secre­ 
tary of the meeting. 
The following resolution, unanimously 
adopted at Monterey, was then read : 
Resolved, That a committee be appointed to 
take immediate steps for the organization of the 
Sioat Monument Association for the purpose of 
erecting a suitable monument at this place in 
honor of the memory of the illustrious Rear 
Admiral Johu Drake Sioat, which shall be a 
proper tribute, expressive of the appreciation of 
his great patriotism and merits, by the people 
of California. 
The committee appointed by Samuel 
Deal, President of the Day, was composed 
of the following gentlemen : Hon. John 
M. Buffington, ex-Governor George 0. Per­ 
kins. Major Edwin A. Sherman, Hon. Jesse 
D. Carr, Captain Thomas G. Lambert, 
Francis Doud, Dr. Washington Ayer, Cap­ 
tains Thomas J. Knipe, William L. Dun­ 
can, William T. Swasev, Joseph G. East­ 
land, J. D. Staples and Hon. William II. 
Boggs. 
After a general discussion of the object 
for which the committee bad been called 
and to carry out the intention of the reso­ 
lution, an Association to be known as the 
Sloat Monument Association of California, 
its purpose being to collect funds and super­ 
intending the erection of a suitable monu­ 
ment to Commander Sloat was formed. 
Majpr Edwin, A. Sherman, at the request 
of the President, gave a general outline of 
a proposed plan to raise the necessary funds 
for the monument and grounds. 
The average sum of ten cents each, of all 
now living in California, would furnish 
fully $85,000, and if all now living in other 
States, who have once been residents, were 
to contribute in like proportion, not less 
than $100,000 could be raised for the pro­ 
posed monument. That no regular fixed 
sum shall be named, but the largest 
amount that it is possible to raise by ap­ 
propriations and contributions from the 
sources named, shall be expended for the 
monument and on the site upon which it 
is to be located. That a portion of the 
amount appropriated by the Legislature of 
the State of California should be at once 
applied for the foundation and the model­ 
ing and casting of the statue. That the 
corner-stone be laid on July 7, 1887, the 
monument completed and the statue un­ 
veiled on July 7, 1888. 
The monument, and its immediate in­ 
closure to be completely finished without 
any debt upon it, and to be as grand and 
noble in character as the amount of money 
raised will permit. 
On motion of Hon. William Burnett, 
the above general plan was unanimously 
adopted. 
On motion of Captain Thomas G. Lam­ 
bert, Hon. Bradley V. Sargent, State Sen­ 
ator front Monterey county, was unani­ 
mously selected to present the petition aud 
draft a bill to be introduced before the in­ 
coming Legislature, appropriating the sum 
of $25,000 for the proposed monument. 
FOOTHILL ITEMS. 
The quartz mining situation in the Grass 
Valley district is excellent at the present 
time. 
There is talk of holding several days 
races atGlenbrook 1’ark, Nevada county, 
about the helidays. 
A fine large deer was run over by the cars 
last Thursday night at Clipper Gap, a little 
above G. B. I’redmore’s place. 
George Joseph, a colored man living on 
Rush creek, has been prospectinfe for a long 
time in the same ledge in which John 
Curry found his big pocket. A day or two 
ago he struck it rich. It is said that with 
a hand mortar he can grind out from $40 
to $50 per day.—Secada Herald. 
Richard Chenoeth, a carpenter engaged at 
the new North Star mill, was engaged on 
Saturday in fitting sash, and stood on a 
step-ladder which was on the scaffolding, 
and in turning round slipped ami fell head 
foremost to the ground, a distance of about 
twelve feet. He threw out his hands to 
save himself, but struck the ground with 
such force that both his arms were broken 
between the elbows and wrists, and the 
right wrist badly dislocated.—Grass Valley 
Union. 
On Thursday H. J. Bocdecker, ot Marys­ 
ville, came up from that place in company 
with Jacob and Edward Striker, to look at 
a tract of land owned by the latter with a 
view of making a put chase. They were 
all riding on the same seat of the wagon, 
aud when about three miles wrest of New­ 
town, the wheels of the wagon struck in a 
rut, which caused the vehicle to upset, and 
the three men were thrown ont. Jacob 
Striker was holding a loaded shotgun in 
his hands at the time, and in some way 
not known its contents were discharged, the 
entire load striking Boedecker in the right 
side, from behind an 1 above the hip, and 
tearing a hole through to the front as large 
as a man’s band.

Urging F ru it C ulture.—A. T. Hatch, 
of Suisun, who has over 500 acres of fruit 
in bearing, is an enthusiast on the subject 
of fruit, and well lie may be, for it has 
made him rich. He is urging others to do 
likewise. In the course ot a conversation 
he said that his wife had asked him why 
he wanted other people to plant fruit trees, 
and thus come in competition with him. 
He told her it was selfishness that made 
him urge his neighbors to plant trees and 
vines. He wanted to create a market. Mr. 
Hatch thinks that the fruit business of Cali­ 
fornia must improve for many years. A 
train of ten cars of fruit looks big going 
ont every day, but suppose there were fifty 
or a bundled cars started out, and as the 
train pulled through the county from north 
to south and cast to west, it would drop 
one here and there until they would soon 
all be gone. A great deal of fruit raised 
here would get people to depending on it, 
and would make a market.—Colusa Sun. 
Died of 
Perrin lost 
few days ago under pecuirarcircumstances. 
The cow, which was three years old, had 
her first calf, for which it manifested more 
than ordinary affection. When the calf 
was three months old it was taken away 
from the mother and sent to the butcher 
block, but from the moment of separation 
the cow refused to eat, although food was 
constantly accessible to her. The animal 
continued to evince great mental distress, 
bawling almost constantly for several days 
and nights, and finally lay down and died, 
although beiDg in excellent condition and 
showing no symptoms of dispase. The 
animal grieved itself to death for the loss 
of its calf. Mr. Perrin says in his long ex­ 
perience with cattle he never knew or heard 
of a similar case.—Grass Valley Union. 
A nother One-Huncrep-Acke V ineyard. 
Gen. Jo Hamilton iagoingto plant 100acres 
in vineyard. We hope he will get the vines 
in in good order, so as to have them all 
grow. Sometimes big plantings are done in 
too much of a hurry. Dr. Glenn planted a 
large vineyard once as he did wheat, and 
bnt few of bis vines grew. De Jaraatt, 
Bridgford, Gray and some of the smaller 
plan ters here did not lose one in 500. It is 
hard for large planters to take the pains 
that the smaller ones do. This 100-acre 
tract will keep five times as many men at 
work as the General's whole 2,200 acres in 
wheat.—Colusa Sun. 


METEOROLOGICAL. 
United States Signal Service Bulletin for 
November. 
Lieutenant W. A. Glassford; of the U. 
S. Signal Service Corps, has issued the fol­ 
lowing special bulletin for November from 
his office in San Francisco, under date of 
December 1st: 
Rainfall—The precipitation has been be­ 
low the norma), west of the Salt Lake me­ 
ridian. The localities of marked deficiency 
are northern California, Washington Ter­ 
ritory and northern Oregon. In northern 
California it is two to three inches, or near­ 
ly 90 per cent, below the average. In east­ 
ern Washington Territory, and from Walla 
Walla to Roseburg runs the belt of two 
inches below the average, and in belts par­ 
allel with this the diminution gradually 
falls to seven inches near Puget Sound, or 
the entire area is from 60 to 80 per cent, 
below the average. Rains occurred in 
Washington Territory on the 11th and 12th, 
and from the 17th to the 24th, and light 
showers fell on the 7th and 8th. In the 
extreme northwestern portions showers fell 
on the 2d and 3d, and frequent heavy rains 
from the 26th to the 30th. In Oregon rains 
occurred on the Sth, 11th, 12th, 17th to the 
24th. On the 22d snow was general in 
Oregon and Washington Territory. In Cal­ 
ifornia light rains occurred in the vicinity 
of San Francisco and northward on the 
11th. A rapid-moving general rain area 
appeared in northern California on the 20tb, 
and it moved south, passing away and out 
of San Diego county on the 21st. Light 
showers occurred on the northern bound­ 
ary line on the 8th, and in Los Angeles, 
San Bernardino and San Diego counties on 
the 6th. 
Temperature—On the Pacific shoreline 
the November temperature has been one 
degree below the mean, and the lines of 
two, three, four, five and six degrees below 
run nearly equally distant from each other 
and parallel to the coast line to central 
Nevada and Idaho, except in the northern 
Sacramento valley, where only has the 
temperature been above the mean. 
Frosts—Frosts were unusually frequent 
during the month. 
“ Northers”—A severe “ norther ” begtin 
in the Central California valleys on the 
afternoon of the 14th, and was severe 
throughout the State on the loth, and 
ended in southern California on the 16th, 
doing considerable damage. Another oc­ 
curred in the Central California valleys on 
the 18th. Northerly winds were unusually 
prevalent over California during the 
month. 
Pressure conditions—An anti-cyclonic 
area of moderate intensity overlay the 
North Pacific, Nevada and Idaho from the 
1st to the 7th, when it moved westward, 
and was followed by an anti-cyclonic area 
over the ocean, touching the coast from 
Oregon to the southern California penin­ 
sula, lasting till the 9th, from which time 
another anti-cyclonic area appeared, cover­ 
ing northern California. Nevada, Utah, 
Idaho, Oregon and Washington Territory, 
and lasting till the 19th. During the 
13th to the 18lh it became decidedly 
marked over the North Pacific. During 
the 19th the center of a decided cyclonic 
area moved eastward aloDg the Washing­ 
ton Territory boundai# line; during the 
20th it moved southward into Nevada and 
then took an easterly direction over Utah, 
Colorado and Nebraska to the Lake region. 
The margin of this storm covered the Pa­ 
cific coast States, causing rains and gales. 
Succeeding it on the 23d another anti- 
cyclonic area appeared on the Pacific coast, 
reaching from Washington Territory to 
lower California and lasting till the 30th. 
General remarks.—The month of No­ 
vember just passed is noticeable over all 
others of which record has been kept for 
its low temperature, accompanied with 
absence of rain, permanency of areas of 
high barometer, frequent frosts, and its 
severe "northers.” The abnormally low 
temperature appears to be such a condition 
as warrants a good prospect for consider­ 
able rain during the coming season, espec­ 
ially for December and January. 


INDIANS AND LANDS. 
Some Observations of the Secretary of 
the Interior. 
[By telegraph to the Record-Union.) 
W ashington, December 5th.—The report 
of the Secretary of the Interior, which is 
made public to-night, is an extensive re­ 
view of the work of the Interior Depart­ 
ment for the fiscal year ending last June. 
Concerning Indian affairs, Mr. Lamar says : 
During the vear there has been practically 
no actual disturbances or serious alarm 
caused by any of them, except the C’hiri- 
cahua Anaches. It is highly gratifying to 
report that out of an Indian population 
estimated at 260,000 souls, less than 100 
have been in open opposition and resis­ 
tance to the authority and control of the 
Government. There has been a steady, 
though not rapid, improvement in the 
morals and intelligence of the mass of the 
Indian population during the past twelve 
months. Thereport urges Congress to pass 
the bill to provide for the appointment of 
a Commission to inspect and report on the 
condition of the Indians, Indian affairs, 
and other purposes ; and also calls the at­ 
tention of Congress to the need of indus­ 
trial Indian schools at Salem, Or., and the 
Carlisle School; for more land, and for the 
proper training ot the Indian pupils in 
agricultural industries. 
CONCERNING CALIFORNIA INDIANS 
The Secretary says: • ‘ A Senate bill was 
pending in Congress at its last session, pro­ 
viding for a Commission to makeja just and 
satisfactory settlement with the Mission 
Indians residing in California upon reser­ 
vations to be secured to them as their own 
property. It passed the Senate, but did 
not become a law. The passage of the bill 
(or, what I think is better), the incorpora­ 
tion of its provisions into a bill creating a 
General Commission on Indian matters, is 
important. So serious have become the 
embarrassments to these Indians by the 
encroachments of white settlers upon their 
lands, that the Inspector of the Indian Ser­ 
vice who recently inspected the affairs of 
that agency, strongly urged the use of a 
military torce to clean the reservation at 
once of all white persons claiming lands 
within their limits. 
"A bill was reported from this department 
and presented to Congress at its last session, 
providing for the allotment of lands to In 
dians on Round Valley Reservation in Cal­ 
ifornia, the extinguishment of the claims 
of settlers, and for the sale of any surplus 
lands. It passed the Senate, but failed to 
become a law. This reservation embraces 
an area of 102,118 acres. The Commis­ 
sioner reports that ranchmen and others 
claiming title to only about 1,080 acres 
within its limits are occupying nine-tenths 
of the reservation, to the great detriment of 
the Indians therein. I concur with him, 
that if the bill referred to, or some other 
measure for the protection of the interests 
of these Indians, does not become a law, it 
will eventually become necessary to aban­ 
don the reservation and turn the Indians 
loose upon the surrounding country. This 
is one of the difficulties of Indian matters 
which should be more intelligently pre­ 
sented for the action of the Executive and 
to Congress by the Commission hereto­ 
fore recommended. The Indians are well 
prepared to take the lands in severalty, and 
Congress is urged to grant legislative au­ 
thority therefore.” 
FRAUDULENT SURVEYS, DESERT LANDS, ETC. 
The Secretary recommends the enact­ 
ment of a law making false and fraudulent 
returns of public surveys a penal offense, 
and providing also penalties for the will­ 
ful destruction or removal of surveying 
monuments. 
The report recommends a modification of 
the desert-land laws, so as to render them 
less liable to abuse, or their repeal. The 
repeal of the Timber Culture Act is also 
recommended. 
UNLAWFUL IXCLOSUBES. 
The Secretary says: “The statement 
made in my last annual report—that large 
bodies of land were unlawfully inclosed 
for private purposes by individuals and 
corporations engaged in what they call 
•growing live stock ’ and ‘ranching’—has 
been verified by the reports of special 
agents. From that time until now, as 
shown by the report of the Commissioner 
of the "General Land Office, 375 un­ 
lawful inclosures, covering an area 
of nearly 6,410,000 acres, have been 
brought to attention up to the present 
time. It is believed that this d.tes not rep­ 
resent nearly the area illegally incltied. 
Proceedings to compel removal have been 
brought, involving 2,250,000 acres, and 
decrees have been obtained for removals 
from more than 1,000,000 acres. * * * 
It was first represented that substantially 
the entire grazing country west of the 100th 
meridian had been fenced in by cattlemen. 
I could not give credence to the statement 
of such lawlessness and rapacity, bnt the 
testimony of residents of territories, who 
have no motive by misrepresentation, cor­ 
roborated by reports based on the personal 
inspection of Agents and surveyors, now 
on record in the Department, establish the 
fact. Indeed, it is publicly announced by 
the trespassers themselves, who not only 
acknowledge that they have unlawfully 
fenced in public lands Without any limit, 
except their own pleasure and power, and 
they justify their action and complain 


against the execution of the law as an op­ 
pressive and unjust hardship.” 
In reviewing the reports of the Governors 
of Territories, already published in these 
dispatches, the Secretary says: " The gen­ 
eral condition of the Territories shows 
marked and in some instances striking 
progress in population, taxable property, 
the settlement of land, education, mechanic 
arts, road enterprises, and many other of 
the elements which promise to make them 
great and prosperous States in the future.” 
The report earnestly recommends that 
the authority for the building of a railroad 
through the Yellowstone National I’ark be 
denied. 
SAN FRANCISCO ^AND VICINITY. 
A. Chabot, of Oakland, has presented the 
Young Men’s Christian Association with a 
check for $500. 
It is thought that Greenbaum & Strauis, 
Kulman it Co. and W. L. Duncan may pay 
close on to dollar for dollar. 
The name of Hiram Tubbs has been 
mentioned in connection with the Repub­ 
lican nomination for Mayor of Oakland. 
Officer McKinnon was on Saturday night 
set upon and severely handled by roughs 
while arresting one of the ’number, Martin 
Ryan. 
Col. Charles E. Travers, the well and 
favorably known young lawyer, died on 
Friday afternoon of typhoid fever. He was 
35 years of age. 
During the month of October the South­ 
ern Pacific Railway Company carried 8,234 
passengers on its through trains, 2,390 of 
them going East and 5,844 West. 
Stocks went a few pegs higher on Sat­ 
urday, Con. Virginia touching $55. The 
suspension was announced ot Kenny & 
Duyer and W. L. Duncan, brokers. 
Five members of the Salvation Army 
band, arrested on complaint of J. C. Dar­ 
nell for disturbing the peace, were tried in 
the Police Court Saturday and found not 
guilty. 
Judge Lawler has ordered the $30,000 be­ 
longing to Gardner, the absconding broker, 
to be deposited in the City Treasury. 
Some $20,000 has already been paid out to 
creditors. 
The Market Street Cable Railway Com­ 
pany has advanced the wages of its grip- 
men and conductors to $2 75 per day, with 
the right of quitting work at the end of 
ten hours each day. 
The cases of Martin Kelly and James 
Lennon et al., former employes of the 
Street Department, came up’be’fore Judge 
Van Fleet Saturday, but the Court decided 
to continue them until Saturday next. 
Gustave Raisch and Fritz Nurnburg, who 
were implicated in the stabbing affray on 
Third street Saturday morning, in which 
Chris Stulir was seriously wounded, have 
been arrested on a charge of an assault to 
murder. 
William Schmitt, a well-known character 
.who at one time posed as the fat man in a 
dime museum, died suddenly Saturday 
in an epileptic fit in his room in the St. 
Lawrence House. He was a native of 
England, 30 years of age. 
The trotting races at the Bay District 
track on Saturday resulted in victories for 
Blaine and Charley Hilton. The former’s 
time for two miles was 5:05, and Hilton’s 
three heats were made in 2:201, 2:20, 2:201. 
Vengeance won the roadster trot in 2:311, 
2:34, 2:34. 
At the headquarters of the Immigration 
Association can be seen a handsome exhibit 
of Mediterranean sweet oranges grown in 
the vicinity of Oroville, Butte county. Last 
spring 2,500 orange trees were set out in 
Butte county, in lots ranging from 100 to 
25 each. Next year this number will be 
doubled or trebled. A considerable quan­ 
tity of Butte oranges has been shipped to 
Sacramento and sold for good prices.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


Som e F a c ts fo r V oters T o-day. 
T he election to-day should call out a full 
vote, because the people are to say w hether 
o r not, this city shall do a little som ething 
to benefit itself by peopling its vicinity 
w ith additional homes and augm enting 
em ploym ent for labor. 
The tax to be passed npon, if levied, will 
be but a mere trifle compared to the un­ 
questioned profit that will result from the 
investm ent to every resident and every tax­ 
payer. 
T he people who have most at stake, and 
will have most to pay, are, as a rule, in 
favor of the proposition. This is the plan : 
T o use a sum not in excess of five cents on 
each one hundred dollars of assessed val­ 
ues, to be disbursed under the supervision 
o f the Board of Trustees, for the purpose, 
prim arily, of establishing a perm anent ex­ 
hibition in this city of the products of 
■Central and northern California. 
Such an exhibition, visited daily by 
travelers and incom ing homeseekers, will 
be proof of all the claims made in the im ­ 
m igration literature printed and sent east­ 
w ard for circulation. 
The product of a 
section in a given period, represents the 
clim ate of th at region. It <is clim ate the 
liomeseeker first asks about, and products 
will prove the tru th of the response given 
him . 
The exhibition will also became a bureau 
of inform ation concerning lands suitable 
for colony purposes, or for individual pur­ 
chase, w ith the location platted, the prices 
stated, the lines of transportation indi­ 
cated, the character of th e soil shown, the 
w ater privileges, etc. 
Each week some 
thousands of strangers pass through the 
city. 
All stop here some little time, only 
the few rem ain for some days. W e have 
nothing now for m issionary labor with 
them , but words. It is proposed to add ob­ 
ject lessons, and thus increase the num ber 
who will pause to see. 
As an investm ent it is, judging by the re­ 
m arkable experience 
of the people of 
southern California, a wise one. It is cer­ 
tainly w orth every cent th at is called for. 
F or it will be addressed to the class we 
m ost need to occupy vacant lands. 
It will 
be addressed especially to those having 
m eans, and desiring to occupy and till the 
soil. 
T he people arriving by the excursion 
trains—and which are now settled and regu­ 
lar events, and will continue to be—are not 
seeking labor. On the contrary, they are 
wholly investors, a large part quite wealthy 
m en and women. Their settlem ent in this 
vicinity will increase the dem and for labor, 
and m ore im m ediately beneficially affect 
laborers and skilled m echanics than any 
•other class. 
The taking up of vacant lands, the build­ 
in g of homes, the cultivation of small 
farm s, vineyards and orchards, will in ­ 
crease the opportunities for the laboring 
people. They now complain of lack of 
dem and for labor. The way to augment 
it is to increase the class who m ust employ 
labor and consume the products of labor. 
A careful exam ination of the city assess­ 
m ent roll discloses the fact that over one- 
half of the assessments are of am ounts less 
th an $1,900, and on each of w hich the 
m axim um tax will be but 50 cents, and the 
greater part under that figure. 
Not to exceed one in eight of the assess­ 
m ents are for am ounts of $2,000 and over. 
So, then, while the great m ajority will pay- 
less than 50 cents each, at least seven- 
eighths of all will be taxed less than $1. 
Absurd as it m ay seem, yet it is true that 
som e people speak of the proposed levy as 
5 per cent.; th at is to say, 5 cents on the 
dollar, or about $55,000 gross. The truth 
is, as any one can see who cares to read the 
order of the Trustees, th at it is for 5 cents 
on each $100, or in gross, only about $5,500. 
It is understood th at the error referred to 
is being secretly and diligently encouraged 
by 
parties 
representing 
non-resident 
property-holders, who, w ith a few excep­ 
tions, invariably seek to avoid all contribu­ 
tion to local needs and benefits. The only 
way to reach th at class—who own more 
th an one-third of all the property—is by 
the m ethod to be voted upon to-day. These 
absentee landlords, who carry away the 
rentals of property, pay for local needs 
only ju st w hat they are compelled to, and 
least of all others give employm ent to 
labor, and spend least of their gains 
h ere—w hy 
should they 
escape 
duty- 
doing? W hy should they be exem pt from 
the burden th at is borne by residents, when 
the result to be attained is to benefit them 
equally with others? 
To the reference to non-resident property- 
owners there is one notable exception^ 
The Central Pacific Railroad Company has 
uniform ly, as a taxpayer—and the largest— 
favored all use of the funds th at will 
enhance the prosperity of the city and its 
vicinity. 
Its interest is found in building 
up the city and the co untry; but no more 
so in proportion to the tax paid than is the 
interest of every taxpayer in the city. Aug­ 
m ented population will increase the busi­ 
ness of the railroad company, and justify 
its policy in building feeders to its main 
lines, and this will augm ent the laborers 
necessary to operate the system of rail­ 
roads and m anufacture supplies in the 
shops in this city, and a corresponding in­ 
crease in the sum of the pay-roll that is 
regularly disbursed in Sacramento. 
A nother fact to be kept in m ind is this : 
th at the Trustees are not to pay the am ount 
to be set aside to any person or association 
in a lum p sum , or any part of it, except as 
in their judgm ent is discreet, and then only 
for expenses approved by the Trustees, as 
are other city disbursem ents.
